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i. Just after the Communists took Shantung in 1949, they established the East 
China University on the premises of the former Provincial Training Corpe 
outside of Tung kuan (§ [| ), Tsinan, and started training Communist 
cadres there. Since then, more than 5,000 men in six graduation classes have 
completed their Communist cadre training at the university and have been assigned 
to the various hsien and eity governments and industrial and agricultural or- 
ganizations in Shantung Province. In April 1951, the Ministry of Culture and 
Edueation ordered the amalgamation of the East China and Shantung Universities. 
Students at Kast China University who were taking courses available at Shan- 
tung University were asxed to enroll at Shentung “University. Students at 
Sbentung University strongly onposed this because the standard of education 
at East Ghina University was lows Some of the students at East China Univer-~ 
sity had not even completed their junior middle school education. Consequently, they 
sent a vrotest to HUA Kang (# rl ), chairman of Shantung University. Students 
of East China University, unon hearing of the opposition, considered Shantung 
University students reactionary and backward. 


2, After receiving the vrotest from Shantung University students, HUA Kang held 
a meeting with the faculty, staff members, and student revresentatives of 
Shantung University, at which it was decided to amalgamate the two universitier 
completely. HUA sang is chairman of the amalgamated university and TING 
Chih-kang (J Zs @] ) is deputy chairman. HUA sang, former editor of the 
Ta Kung Pao in Hong ong, are the chairmanship of Shantung University in 
1950, CHAO Tt aimping ( #4 # ula the former chairman of Shantung University, 
was appointed to a vrofessorshin at Shantung University early in 1952 after he 
hac completed his"study and remodelling." 
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
